Sutton Refuses To Prosecute Case 


TO REVOKE 


Decision Will Probably

XVasDUigton, July 29. — Attorney 


Harry E. Davis, counsel for Mrs. Sut- 
ton at the court of inquiry which IK 
Investigating the death of lieutenant 
James 'N. Sutton, U. S. M- C., has 
appealed 
to 
the 
secretary 
of 


the 
navy to vacate the 
order 


of the 
court by which 
officers 


who were with the unfortunate man 
on the night of the tragedy should be 
regarded as defendants in the case. 


In a letter Mr. Davis declared that 


the court, while beginning its task to 
the form of an inquiry which invited 
the co-operation of all persons having 
knowledge of the case, has suddenly 
changed into a prosecution, placing 
the several defendants upon their 
guard and forcing Mrs. Sutton and 
himself into the position of prosecu- 
tors. Mr. Davis' protest went direct- 
ly to Assistant Secretary Winthrop. 
who has direct supervision of all 
matters of the department relating 
to the Sutton case. Mr. Winthrop 
will carefully consider the represen- 
tations made by Mr. Davis and will 
probably render his. decision today.

New York, Jnly 29. — Standing in 


the center of his room on the third 
floor of the New York Athletic club. 
Harry C. Pulliam. president of the 
National League of Baseball Clubs, 
attempted to 
commit suicide by 


firing a bullet into his head. It 
went In at the right temple and 
came out several inches away on the 
left side of his head. The bullet de- 
stroyed the right eye and 'passec 
through the upper part of the left. It 
is not believed he can recover, al 
though he continued conscious for 
some time after the shooting. 


Mr. Pulliam was discovered lying 


on the floor by a bellboy, who sum 
moned medical assistance. 


Mr. Pulliam, although still con 


scious 
and able to speak, appeared 


to be too confused to answer the phy- 
sician's Questions coherently. 
The 


wounds were carefully dressed, but 
the physician had little hopes of sav- 
ing Mr. Pnlliam's life. 


Coroner P. N. Shrady, who arrived 


about half an hour after the shoot- 
ing, assisted Dr. Higgins in attending 
to the wounded man's needs. Both 
of them attempted to get some ex- 
planation of the baseball president's 
attempt to kill himself, but be con- 
tinued too dazed to give intelligent 
answers. 


Harry C. PoJHam had only recently 


resumed the reins of the National 
league after an absence from duty 
for several months. Nervous trouble 
due to his unceasing labor in the in- 
terest of the national game was 
given as the cause of Mr. Palliam's 
absence-
